EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT/COMMENT 

1. An Applicant's Amendment filed on March 31, 2004 has been entered. Claims 5, 6, 12, 
and 14 have been canceled; claims 1,9, 13, and 17 have been amended; and claims 21-24 have 
been added. Overall, claims 1-4, 7-1 1, 13, and 15-24 are pending in this application. 

Drawings 

2. The amended drawings of Figures 1-2 filed on March 31, 2004 have been approved for 
entry. Applicant is required to submit formal drawings of Figures 1-2 in response to this Office 
Action. 

Claims 

3. In view of allowed generic base claims 1, 9, and 17, the restriction requirement of the 
species dependent claims in Paper No. 4 is hereby withdrawn. Accordingly, dependent claims 2, 
10, and 18 are rejoined, and claims 1-4, 7-1 1, 13, and 15-24 of the instant application are 
allowed over the prior art of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As pointed out by Applicant on top of page 9 in AppHcant's Amendment, the cited 
reference of Wissler et al. fail to disclose or render obvious the limitation "the reductant source 
having at least a substantial portion located outside the fuel tank". And on top of page 12 in 
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Art Unit: 3748 

Applicant's Amendment, the cited reference of Huthwohl is argued to fail disclosing or 
rendering obvious the limitation "the reductant tank is located within a fuel tank".
